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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens and School Board of Chatham :— 


I have the honor of making this, my second, Annual 
Report of the condition of your schools. I wish to put 
before you first the financial condition of the District. 


At your annual meeting in March, 1919, you voted to 
raise a sum of money which was intended to cover the 
$5.00 tax on $1,000.00 of the valuation of the Town, to 
enable you to benefit by the State Aid granted to towns 
that complied with this part of the law. But you did not 
raise anv money to pay for the spring term of school for 
that year, or to pav for old bills. The amount of this in- 
debtedness was $962.72, as nearly as I can determine. 
The items of this indebtedness are printed as a part of 
this report. The Financial Statement of the Elementary 
Schools is also a part of this report. In this Statement 
vou will see that Chatham received $1,247.30 from the 
State as the result of voting the $5.00 on the $1,000.00. 
But the $962.72 was paid out of the $1,251.70, so the 
School Board did not have the whole of this money to 
run the schools for the vear 1919-20. 


Unless the District takes steps to provide for the sum 
taken to pay this old bill, it is not entitled to receive State 
Aid, and the State will be justified in withholding such 
aid until it is assured that the District will make this 
good. I have no doubt but that the District will do this, 
as it no doubt was an oversight, and not an intention to 
avoid the payment of the debt. 


What the State Is Doing for the District 


During the year 1919-20 the entire amount paid the 
State for educational purposes, including that paid for 
superintendent, was $313.40. It received from the State 
$1,247.30 for its elementary schools. Chatham received 
$933.90 more than it paid in to the State, or almost as 
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much as it cost to repair the North Chatham schoolhouse. 
It is the intention of the State to continue to help the dis- 
tricts that need help, but on the condition that each dis- 
trict must do its part as far as its valuation shows that 
it is able. 


Medical Inspection 


As required by law, the children have been examined 
with the following results. Five cases of defective eyes, 
one of defective hearing, eleven of defective teeth, six 
cases of adenoids, thirteen of diseased tonsils, three cases 
of orthopedic defects, four defects of breathing; enlarged 
glands, one; and one case of skin disease. The parents 
were notified of these defects and nineteen cases were 
reported as receiving treatment. 


The schoolhouse at North Chatham was remodeled at 
a cost of about $1,150.00. This was more than was an- 
ticipated, but material and labor was extremely high. A 
good job was done and you have a schoolhouse that you 
should be proud of. It has attracted the attention of vis- 
itors, and has received a number of valuable and useful 
presents. 


There have been 36 weeks of school during the year, 
and for the first time, I think, in the history of the Dis- 
trict. There are 42 pupi's in your schools and they are 
under excellent teachers. 


Improvements should be made in your other houses 
during the year, but they need not be expensive. But 
you must plan for some improvements. 


It 1s my earnest purpose to help to improve your 
schools in order that your boys and girls shall be better 
fitted for doing their work in the world, and I thank all 
of you who are in sympathy with this purpose, and have 
helped in the work.
